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Report  of  the  Tax  Committee 


The  Tax  Committee  was  formed  at  the  last  town  meeting 
to  examine  the  town's  methods  of  collecting  property  taxes  and 
to  see  if  a  way  could  be  found  to  eliminate,  or  at  least  lessen 
the  town's  need  to  borrow  money.  These  loans  are  needed  to 
make  up  a  shortfall  of  tax  receipts,  due  to  delinquent  payments. 
In  1980,  $3,439.72  was  needed  to  service  this  debt. 

The  committee  examined  the  practices  of  many  adjacent 
towns  and  found  that  the  system  used  by  the  town  of  Pitts- 
burg seemed  most  applicable  to  the  situation  in  Milan.  Under 
this  system,  tax  bills  would  be  issued  twice  a  year,  with  the  first 
falling  due  on  June  1st  and  the  second  falling  due  in  the  fall. 
The  June  bill  would  be  an  estimated  tax  and  would  be  based  on 
the  previous  year's  total  tax  bill. 

For  example,  on  property  evaluated  at  $10,000,  the  1980  tax 
bill  was  $226.00.  The  June  1981  tax  bill  would  be  $113.00 
(one  half  of  $226.00)  After  July  1st  interest  of  7%  would  be 
charged  on  the  unpaid  balance.  If,  during  the  year,  the  property 
were  reevaluated  and  the  new  evaluation  were  $11,000,  then  the 
tax  due  for  the  entire  year  would  be  $248.60  ($11,000  times  the 
rate  of  $2.26.)  The  fall  1981  tax  bill  would  be  $135.60  (the  total 
yearly  tax  of  $248.60,  less  the  amount  paid  in  June  of  $113.00, 
results  in  a  bill  of  $135.60.)  After  December  1st  interest  of  9% 
would  be  charged  on  the  unpaid  balance.  It  can  be  seen  that 
all  increases  in  taxes,  whether  due  to  reevaluation,  changes  in 
the  rate,  or  other  causes,  would  be  reflected  in  only  the  fall 
bill. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  change  would  have  two  results:  a)  it 
would  make  it  easier  for  people  to  pay  their  taxes  on  time,  since 
the  amount  due  at  any  one  time  would  be  less,  and  b)  the  town's 
income  from  tax  revenues  would  be  spread  more  evenly  through- 
out the  year,  The  combination  of  these  two  factors  should 
eliminate  the  shortfall  which  is  currently  experienced  about  the 
month  of  June. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  tax  committee  that  this 
system  be  adopted  by  the  town  of  Milan.

We  are  indebted  to  Fern  Stiles  for  all  the  extra  work  she  has 
done  in  the  new  Library  and  to  Lois  Alger  for  sorting  and  arrang- 
ing the  books  in  the  proper  sections.  The  Library  has  also 
purchased  quite  a  few  new  books  for  the  youth  and  young  adults, 
as  these  were  in  short  supply. 

Our  small  balance  is  going  to  be  for  a  few  more  new  books 
that  have  been  ordered,  but  not  arrived  yet.

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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 
and  State  Forest  Fire  Service 


Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good 
Business.  Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  associa- 
tion with  Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a 
national  effort  to  check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  imple- 
mented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a 
half  century  before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature 
established  our  first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date, 
the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is 
responsible  for  forest   fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the 
ground  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden 
before  being  kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the 
warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost 
of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest 
fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire 
program  has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire 
records  in  the  United  States.

Blood  pressure  clinics  are  held  the  third  Tuesday  of  each 
month.    All  residents  are  welcome  to  attend. 

The  Milan  Home  Nursing  Center  is  at  a  crossroad  in  the  year 
1981.  Our  contract  with  Lancaster  Public  Health  was  terminated 
this  past  November  and  we  are  no  longer  receiving  Medicare 
reimbursements.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  skilled  nursing 
visits  as  well  as  our  monthly  clinics,  but  our  participants  may  be 
asked  to  help  defray  the  total  cost  of  these  services.  The  Center's 
Board  is  working  to  find  equitable  alternatives  in  order  that  we 
might  continue  to  promote  needed  health  services  to  our  two 
communities.  We  ask  for  your  continued  support  until  an  accep- 
table solution  can  be  realized.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Milan  School  District: 

In  my  report  of  March,  1980,  the  problems  of  increased  costs, 
inflation,  and  energy  were  mentioned.  These  same  problems 
remain  with  us  today  but  added  to  them  is  the  state  and  local 
problem  of  funding  educational  programs  for  the  handicapped. 
My  report  will  make  mention  of  this  latter  problem  in  more  detail 
as  well  as  highlight  other  areas  worthy  of  mention. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

Your  school  warrant  for  the  upcoming  meeting  differs  little 
from  that  of  1980  when  the  special  articles  specifically  related  to 
Dummer  and  deficits  have  been  removed.  Added  to  your  warrant 
for  1981  is  the  article  to  renew  the  transportation  contract  with 
Tankard,  Inc.  for  the  next  three  years.  Costs  related  to  this 
article  are  affected  by  inflation  and  the  cost  of  gasoline. 
Combined  these  two  factors  add  substantially  to  the  cost  of 
transportation  but  not  unreasonably  so.

The  tuition  rates  in  Berlin  for  1981-82  have  increased  only 
slightly  over  the  previous  year  due  primarily  to  budget  reductions 
over  the  past  two  years.  This  trend,  however,  will  most  probably 
not  continue;  particularly  as  one  considers  the  upward  inflation- 
ary pressures  communities  are  experiencing  throughout  New 
Hampshire  and  the  rest  of  the  country.

MILAN-DUMMER  TUITION  CONTRACT 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Berlin-Dummer  AREA 
Plan  approved  in  March,  1980,  by  the  Dummer  School  District 
were  never  approved  by  the  Berlin  City  Council.  Thus,  the 
hoped  for  tuition  contract  between  the  Dummer  and  Milan 
School  Districts  was  never  realized. 

Unofficially  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Berlin  City  Council 
that  it  might  consider  a  serious  proposal  by  Dummer  to  buy  its 
way  out  of  the  remaining  years  of  the  contract  at  a  figure  that 
would  be  considered  by  everyone  as  totally  unreasonable. 
Realizing  that  the  Council  would  most  probably  not  agree  to  alter 
its  position  legal  counsel  was  sought.  Based  upon  that  legal 
advice  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Dummer  School  Board  to  drop 
further  consideration  of  the  matter. 

ACCOUNTABILITY 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  has  man- 
dated that  all  school  districts  develop  a  plan  by  which  students 
in  selected  grades  will  be  tested  to  determine  if  they  have  reached 
an  acceptable  level  of  competence  in  the  areas  of  language  arts, 
mathematics,  United  States  History  and  Government,  and  New 
Hampshire  History  and  Government.  The  plan  has  been  under 
development  for  the  past  two  years  and  is  presently  nearing 
completion.  Tentatively,  late  spring  of  this  school  year  has  been 
scheduled  for  the  actual  testing. 

The  results  of  the  testing,  when  tabulated,  will  provide  the 
school  with  some  information  to  determine  if  the  children  on 
the  whole  have  reached  an  acceptable  level  of  competence. 
Strong  and  weak  areas  in  the  school's  programs  will  be  identified 
and  used  to  further  strengthen  them.  Further  efforts  will  also 
be  made  to  assure  that  each  student  has  been  taught  and  has 
learned  the  necessary  skills  required  on  his/her  grade  level. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  accountability  efforts  each 
year  will,  in  reality,  only  begin  when  the  results  and  the  recom- 
mendations from  same  have  been  reported  to  the  community. 

What  happens  as  a  result  of  the  recommendations  will  be  a 
true  test  of  the  worth  of  the  process.  Even  more  importantly, 
what  benefits  will  be  derived  by  each  student  will  be  the  end 
product  on  which  it  will  and  should  be  judged.

STATE  AID 

An  addition  to  increasing  costs,  inflation,  and  energy  pro- 
blems the  reliability  and  availability  of  state  aid  is  perhaps  the 
greatest  problem  faced  by  Milan  and  many  other  New  Hamp- 
shire school  districts.  Of  particular  note  in  recent  months  has 
been  the  funding  problem  in  the  area  of  handicapped  education. 

The  funding  problem  as  it  relates  to  the  handicapped  may  be 
found  in  recent  legislation  passed  when  the  state  made  the 
decision  to  place  the  problem  of  educating  the  handicapped 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal  government.  By  so  doing 
the  state  had  hoped  to  receive  federal  financial  aid  equal  to  40% 
of  all  excess  tuition  costs  over  and  above  twice  the  state  average 
per  pupil  costs.  Unfortunately  the  federal  government,  due  to 
inflationary  pressures,  has  been  unable  to  meet  its  commitments. 
Thus,  it  not  only  has  incrreased  costs  to  educate  our  handicapped 
children  through  the  regulatory  process  but  it  has  left  the  state 
with  a  shortfall  of  some  $6  million  dollars. 

To  compound  the  problem  of  funding,  specifically  on  the  local 
level,  the  state  is  now  proposing  to  avoid  a  repeat  of  the  problem 
on  the  state  level  by  transferring  more  of  the  costs  to  the  local 
school  districts.  In  this  manner  it  can  continue  receiving  the 
little  aid  it  can  get,  continue  to  give  the  assurances  it  gave 
originally  to  the  federal  government,  and  not  increase  the  state 
budget  to  implement  the  regulations  it  agreed  to  adopt. 

Rather  than  receiving  the  40%  of  excess  costs  as  promised, 
districts  will  most  probably  receive  10%  or  about  $153.00  per 
pupil.  Rather  than  pay  all  excess  costs  above  twice  the  state 
average  the  State  is  now  proposing  legislation  which  would  cap 
costs  at  the  1979-80  level  and  pass  along  all  increases  to  the 
school  district.  Rather  than  imporve  the  quality  of  program- 
ming for  the  handicapped  the  legislation  as  it  is  now  being 
proposed  will  adversely  affect  programs  for  the  non-handicapped 
throughout  the  state.  In  the  final  analysis  what  is  being  pro- 
posed is  the  improvement  of  programs  for  one  segment  of  the 
school  population  at  the  expense  of  another  segment  but  a  cost 
and  in  such  a  manner  that  the  problem  of  funding  our  program, 
especially  handicapped  education,  will  get  worse. 

SUMMARY 

I  continue  to  believe  that  public  education  is  a  shared  res- 
ponsibility. Only  when  that  premise  is  accepted  and  supported 
can  really  effective  education  take  place.  We  hope,  therefore, 
that  you  will  join  with  us  to  provide  to  your  children  the  best 
education  Milan  can  provide. 
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To  all  who  have  willingly  shared  that  responsibility;  inclusive 
of  parents,  volunteers,  teachers,  and  the  community  as  a  whole 
I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation.

The  teaching  staff  welcomed  three  new  members,  Marie  Shag- 
inaw, Jacqueline  Quintal  and  Jean  Bean,  music  instructor.  Donna 
Roberts,  R.N.  continues  her  duties  as  health  supervisor  and 
Kristin  Young  is  in  charge  of  the  tutorial  program.  Art,  music, 
and  physical  education  classes  are  conducted  by  special  teachers 
from  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  20. 

A  volunteer  program  was  established  at  the  school  during  the 
summer  months  and  has  proved  most  successful.  Residents  of 
the  community  have  generously  given  their  time  and  resources 
to  the  teachers  and  students.  With  the  help  of  volunteers  we  have 
added  several  pieces  of  equipment  to  the  playground,  con- 
structed three  picnic  tables,  and  planted  fifteen  evergreen  trees 
along  our  property  line.  Volunteers  keep  our  library  open  five 
days  a  week  and  assist  the  teachers  in  many  special  projects. 
The  volunteers  have  enhanced  the  learning  experiences  of  our 
students  and  improved  our  school.    Many  thanks  to  all  volunteers. 

Another  group  that  gives  great  support  to  our  school  is  the 
Parent- Teacher  Organization.  Through  major  fund  raising  activi- 
ties the  P.T.  O.  has  purchased  a  climbing  structure  for  the  play- 
ground, many  excellent  books  for  the  library,  science  equipment 
for  the  classrooms  and  a  colored  television  for  the  first  grade 
classroom.  Special  thanks  to  President  Kristin  Young,  other 
officers  and  members  of  the  P.T.O.  and  to  all  citizens  of  Milan 
who  support  our  projects. 

In  order  to  provide  our  students  with  additional  skills  and 
recreational  opportunities,  the  following  activities  are  available 
after  school  hours  —  basketball  games,  woodworking  classes, 
conversational  French  classes,  fall  and  spring  dances  and  movies. 
The  willingness  of  teachers  and  volunteers  who  give  their  time 
and  effort  make  these  extra  programs  possible. 

The  teaching  staff  and  students  welcomed  over  one  hundred 
visitors  to  our  school  during  National  Education  Week.  Coffee 
and  cookies  were  served   during  the   day  and  evening,   parents 
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joined  us  for  lunch,  visited  the  classrooms  and  inspected  our 
newly  installed  playground  equipment.  This  was  a  very  special 
day  for  the  teachers  and  students:  The  home-school-community 
relationship  in  Milan  is  especially  strong  and  effective.

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  of  the  town  of  Milan, 
N.H.  was  held  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1980,  at  the  Milan 
Village  School.  The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:05  by  the  Moder- 
ator, and  immediately  recessed  until  7:30  P.M.  This  action  was 
taken  because  of  a  conflict  between  the  time  set  for  the  meeting, 
as  it  appeared  on  the  Warrant,  and  the  time  voted  on  for  the 
meeting  at  the  annual  meeting  on  March  12,  1979. 

The  Annual  School  Meeting  was  re-opened  at  7:30  P.M.  with 
the  reading  of  the  School  Warrant  by  the  Moderator,  Rodney 
Young. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  determine  the  salaries  of  the  school  board, 
truant  officer,  auditors,  treasurer,  moderator  and  clerk. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  that 
the  salaries  of  the  school  board,  truant  officer,  and  other  district 
officers  be  set  as  follows:

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of 
the  District,  any  or  all  gratis  grants  or  other  gratis  funds  for 
educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereinafter  be  forth- 
coming from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  private  individuals,  corporations  or  any  federal  or 
state  agency  and  to  expend  same  for  such  projects  as  it  may 
designate. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Article  3  as  read.  Motion 
carried. 
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ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  Title  I,  Title  IV  (P.L.  89-10  ESEA,)  National  Forest 
Reserve,  and  school  lunch,  and  appropriate  such  funds  as  may  be 
made  available  to  the  District  under  such  federal  acts  for  such 
particular  projects  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  to  make 
application  for  such  funds  and  to  expend  same  for  such  projects 
as  it  may  designate. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Article  4.

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  appropriate  and

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise,  appropriate 
and  expend  the  sum  of  $19,500.00  as  a  deficit  appropriation 
before  June  30,  1980,  to  enable  the  District  to  make  payment  of 
its  statutory  obligations. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  to  raise  the  sum  of  $19,500.00  as 
requested  in  Article  6.  Janet  Woodward,  School  Board  Member, 
explained  that  the  sum  referred  to  is  for  tuition  -  a  tuition  in- 
crease because  more  children  moved  into  the  town  during  the 
school  year.  At  this  time  Ronald  Hawkins  made  a  motion  to 
amend  Article  6  to  read  "$20,500.00."  Amendment  seconded. 
The  explanation  for  the  additional  $1,000  is  that  another  tuition 
student  moved  into  town  after  the  Warrant  was  written. 

There  was  a  very  brief  discussion  and  the  amendment  carried. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  enter  into  a 
seven  (7)  year  tuition  contract,  "with  provisions  for  automatic 
renewal,"  with  the  Dummer  School  District  for  the  education 
of  its  children  in  grades  1-6.
